IL, ENTERTAINING a headache in your home 
just because your living room is too small for more 
chairs?

Laid in a row end 
to end they'll double:as a couch. Any local up- 
holsterer can make them. They should be thick 
(6’’), sizable (22” square), spring-filled cushions 
covered in sturdy denim, sailcloth, or corduroy to 
take a lot of wear. 

Stitch buttonhole tabs to the bottom welting on 
two opposite sides of each cushion, and sew buttons 
just below the top edge welting directly above 
them, so you can fasten your cushions together.

hinges 


Usually door hinges have removable pins. Close the door, then 
use a screwdriver and hammer to tap the hinge pin up and out. 
Remove only one hinge pin at a time. and replace it before re- 
moving the next one. Put a drop of oil on the pin and rub oil over 
the whole surface of pin that will be inside the hinge. Then puff 
a light film of powdered graphite over the oil (pictured above). 
Tap the pin back into place with the hammer, and let time ard 
movement work the lubricant onto surfaces between the swinging 
halves of the hinge. 

If your doors don’t have removable hinge pins, puff powdered 
graphite into all horizontal openings of each hinge, or rub a little 
oil on the opening with your finger tips. Wipe away excess oil or 
graphite with a clean cloth. 


Door 
latch 


Turn the handle until the latch is all the way in, then puff pow- 
dered graphite into the works of the lock and latch, pointing the 
puffer up, down, and sideways (pictured above). Then puff a tiny 
bit of graphite between the stationary collar and the shaft of the 
knob on each side of the door. (Or drop one drop of oil at the 
same spot, and wipe away the excess with a cloth.)

Give your home a decorator’s 
touch with lamp shades that match 
your drapery material. Any sun- 
fast drapery remnant or sturdy 
curtaining is perfect for a trimly 
tailored shade like this one by 
Decorator Peggy Sloan. Stitch 
your shade to the frame, so it can 
be washed by simply dunking it 
into suds. 

Here is the step-by-step method 
for re-covering your shade: 

1. Remove old shade covering 
carefully, so you can use it as a 
pattern for cutting the new one. 

2. Paint the frame with oil house 
paint or wind the rims and spokes 
with cloth strips to prevent wire 
rust from striking thru the new 
cover. 

3. Cut material, matching fabric 
pattern at the seams and leaving 
one-half inch for turn under. 

Or, if you have no pattern, 
stretch the material over the frame, 
fit taut, and pin. Trim the edges, 
leaving from one-fourth to one- 
half inch for seams at the top and

bottom and where ends overlap. 

4. Machine-stitch the pieces to- 
gether. 

5. Slip the cover over the frame, 
stretching tight. Seams should cov- 
er the upright spoke supports. 

6. Hold your cover snug with 
pins, or paper clips while you 
hand-stitch it to the frame. 

7. To finish the top and bottom, 
roll raw edges into a hem on the in- 
side of the frame, sew with tiny 
running stitches and an occasional 
backstitch for sturdiness. 


8. Turn under the raw edge of 


the side seams and sew flat with 
hemming stitches. 

9. Bind top and bottom (and 
side seams if desired) with braid, 
ruching, or silk binding to cover 
other stitching. 

Most drapery materials don’t 
require a lining. If a lining seems 
necessary, fit sateen, pongee, spun 
rayon, or other firm-textured, plain 
material to your shade. Machine- 
stitch the seams. Put it on the 
frame and fell raw edges under. 


your wallpaper 


Instead of matching your lamp 
shades to your draperies, you can 
match them to your wallpaper, as 
we show here. Or use flower prints 
or a wallpaper that contrasts. 
Lamp shades made out of the new 
washable wallpapers are easy to 
wipe clean. 

Here are the steps: 

1. Clean the old lamp shade. 

2. Cut wallpaper pieces to fit the 
shade, being careful to match the 
pattern where it meets. It is often 
easier to cut the pattern from 
brown paper first to get all the 
pieces the right size. 

3. Smear the pieces generously 
with paste. 

4. Smooth them into place, 
again making sure the pattern 
matches. 

5. Trim top and bottom and 
paste excess over the edge. 

6. Sew silk binding, braid, rick- 
rack or ruching around the edge 
with one-inch stitches. Or you can 
bind the raw edges with colored 
cellulose tape.

April is the time to start saving your elm. By next 
month it'll be too late. 

May, June, and July are the critical times. Once 
infected, your tree can’t be saved from a quick, sure 
death.

1. Trim off all thin, weak branches. These serve as

dipping them in alcohol before you move from one 
tree to the next. 








. Feed your trees liberally. Punch holes 12 inches 
dee p and 2 feet apart in a ring at the drip line of 
the longest branches. Fill these holes to within 
3 inches of the top with plant food. Cap with soil. 
3. Spray your elms thoroly with DDT to kill the 
leaf-eating insects that could weaken your tree. 
Vigorous elms usually escape the diseases, now 
rampant thruout the eastern half of the country.

How to build your walls 


There's no trick to erecting wooden walls. Sim- 
ply set treated posts in concrete, then nail on 
shiplap and strips as shown, above right. Asbes- 
tos-cement sheets are fairly heavy, need strong 
support and attachment. A good idea is to run 
them zigzag, so they'll support themselves 
Against winds, like Jefferson's old serpentine 
wall. At right are suggested wall designs. You 
can nail sheets to framework, but a better prac- 
tice is to bore holes first and secure sheets with 
screws or bolts. Inside corners are sun-catchers, 
excellent for coaxing early borders into bloom

Frigid tho it is, this blunt epistle warms 
you, Mr. Smith, by several degrees.

You’ve always settled for damages 
and paid your fines. Then what’s the mat- 
ter, why pick on you? What’s eating on 
those bureaucrats?

2. Wateh the road signs. 


When a railway engineer fails to observe a 
warning signal, he is in trouble. The same applies to 
you. Watch highway signs and learn to read them 
by shape as well as lettering. They are put there to 
help you see ahead. Good drivers always know 
what is behind, too. Their eyes are not glued to the 
road but keep a watch all around—to the sides, to 
the rear in the mirror, far down the road, just ahead. 
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3. Wateh your speedometer. 


Speed is expensive—seven times more oil at 60 
miles per hour than at 30, a third more gas, three 
times more tire wear. And speed is deadly—a car 
going 40 strikes four times as hard as one going 20, 
and one going 60 strikes nine times as hard, takes 
nine times longer to stop. Stopping distance at 70 
is twice that at 50. At 70, you hit as hard as if you 
had gone over Niagara and landed on a rock. 





4. Slow down at night. 


Night driving is three times as deadly as day 
driving. At 50 per, you are partially blind for al- 
most the length of a football field, not knowing 
what ¥s ahead, trusting there is no one changing a 
tire. To minimize glare, reduce speed and look 
down at the center line or right-hand edge of the 
road. And don't get so angry at the guy with his 
lights undimmed, that you finally flick yours up.

Haw: you ever noticed how brilliant your blue suit 
looks in the sunlight? Yet on a cloudy day it turns to a 
dull gray-blue, and under artificial light it nearly loses 
its color completely. 

The same thing happens to furnishings. Move them 
from one room to another, and you’ll literally throw a 
new light on them. That’s why it’s wise to look to a room’s 
exposure before you plan your color schemes. 


Where to begin. Every scheme is built on one backbone 
color. Your first step is to choose this color. Before you do, 
consider two things: 

(1) What color do you like and feel at home with? 
What color do other members of the family like? (You 
can quickly tell this from a glance at their clothes and 
their own rooms.) If you choose colors you all like, your 
scheme will soothe the family temperament. 

(2) What direction does your room face? If north or 
east, make your backbone color a warm one. If south or 
west, you'll be more comfortable with a cooler basic color. 
You've probably heard a lot about warm and cool colors. 
You already know that reds, oranges, and yellows are 
t forget that ty adding a little red you can 
make any warmer. Rose, ivory, buff, pink, and 
brown are all rm tones. Similarly, grays, violet, and 
green have tl ne cool feeling as blue. [Turn to page 53 


warm. But do 


North rooms need lots of 


vivid color 


Since a north room gets no sun, the light coming thru its 
windows is cold and blue. That’s why we have chosen red 
—-the warmest of all colors—as our color theme. At a 
glance you may think we have actually used very little 
true red. But, if you study the colors closely, you’ll find 
some red in nearly every color in the room. Our walls are 
painted pink, which is simply red with quantities of white 
added. The chintz we chose for the sofa and draperies 
runs a whole scale of reds from deepest wine to palest 
pink. Even the lamp base and woodwork have been 
painted a dark red to relate them to the rich red of the 
mahogany furniture. All warm schemes must have cool 
touches to relieve them. For these we chose the comple- 
mentary color, deep green, which makes red look even 
redder. Off-white carpet and white accessories keep the 
room from seeming heavy and oppressive. 


South rooms take to cool, 


| deep colors 


A south room is flooded with sunlight most of the day, so 
here we have chosen a scheme based on and dominated 
by green—a cool, quiet color. To absorb the strong south 
light, we have painted three walls facing the windows 
deep green. This color also effectively silhouettes the sim- 
ple lines of blonde furniture. Seeing how successfully 
Nature mixes greens, we have chosen a lighter shade ot 
green for the fourth wall. Sofa combines as many greens 
as a fernery. Because a cool-color room needs warmer 
notes to relieve it, we used honey-toned blonde furniture, 
a gold foil lamp shade, and chartreuse accessories—all 
off-shades of yellow. At the windows we’ve hung dark 
green blinds of split bamboo to temper sunlight. (These 
give good light control for cloudy or wintry days.) Dra- 
peries are striped material that combines greens, yellows, 
and browns, from the rest of the room. 
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East rooms can be bright- 


ened with sunny yellows 


An east room must be comfortably cool during 
the early morning hours when it gets strong sun- 
light. Yet it must be comfortably warm during 
the remaining shady hours of the day. That’s 
why we chose yellow as the backbone color of 
our scheme. It can be either warm or cool, de- 
pending on how you mix it, and the colors you 
use with it. We have chosen a medium yellow. 
Used on walls, draperies, and blinds, it main- 
tains a feeling of sunlight long after the sun has 
left. With this yellow we have used a 50-50 color 
plan—some warm, some cool. Red sofa and chair 
are strong warm accents. On the other hand, 
pale green chair and ceiling are definitely cool. 
And here’s a clever trick of balance: Warm colors 
are used in smooth, cool-to-the-touch material, 
. while cool green is a warm, nubby texture. To 
unify these two color extremes, we used a neutral 
gray Carpet and woodwork. 


West rooms look best with 


balanced color schemes 


A west room gets strong sunlight all afternoon, so 
we have planned a cool blue room. In building 
our scheme, we might have started with either 
the chintz on the sofa or the landscape which 
hangs above it. Both contain the cool, aqua blue 
which we’ve used on the walls. And you’ll also 
find in both of them the warmer yellow and 
brown which complete our combination of 
colors. Here is a good example of using wood as 
one of the colors in your scheme. Our rich red- 
brown mahogany furniture is exactly the same 
color as the background of the floral chintz. At 
the windows we have used half-curtains of white 
sheer, gathered on two poles. These let in light, 
yet protect eyes against glare from the late after- 
hoon sun—strongest during the very hours a liv- 
ing room comes into use. As in the room above, 
we have used a neutral gray rug and woodwork 
to tie cool and warm colors together.

Your next step. Have you decided on a basic color? Now add 
the other colors you want to use with it. Every room should be 
a balance between warm and cool. If you have chosen green, 
warm it with accents of red or yellow, even if it’s to be used in 
a south room. This way, you’ll never feel overpowered by one 
color dominating the room. 

If you hesitate to plunge into choosing colors by yourself, 
your local stores are full of helps. For instance, you might 
build your scheme on the colors in a drapery print (as we did 
in our west room). A skilled artist has designed the pattern, 
and you may feel perfectly safe in following his color combina- 
tion. In the same way you might take your colors from a fine 
painting, lamp, or other accessory which will have a key place 
in your new room. Visit the model rooms in your furnishings 
store. Watch the bouquets in your florist’s window. Every- 
where are ideas for harmonious color schemes. 


Planning makes perfect. Don’t be haphazard about assem- 
bling your color scheme. It must be right from the beginning. 
Perhaps you can change a slipcover or add accessories. But 
once decorated, walls, rugs, and basic furnishings remain the 
same for several years. 

When you plan, plan your rooms as a whole. Before you ap- 
ply a stroke of paint or buy a yard of drapery material, get all 
your swatches of color together. Do they blend? How much of 
each color does your room need? 

In planning any one room remember that, like members of a 
family, all the rooms in your home must get along together. 
So, even tho you’re only tackling one room at a time, plan fu- 
ture color schemes for adjoining rooms now. (This is parti- 
cularly wise where there is a wide opening between the rooms.) 
If you want to break drastically with your old color scheme and 
try something really different, better do it in a room with doors 
that can be closed. 

If your family is conservative about colors for the living 
room, let your imagination go in a less used room—the dining 
room, hall, bathroom, powder room, or individual bedrooms. 
And go ahead and have a real fling in the kitchen. In a worka- 
day room like this your spirits need a special lift. 


How to buy. When you walk into the decorating department 
of your local store, you'll find many exciting new materials 
waiting for you. Some of the colors may be new to you. Like 
clothes colors, the fashion in decorating changes from year to 
year. Old-fashioned taupe has become a clear gray or pale 
beige. Yellow has a popular new variation in chartreuse. Reds 
now range from orange-toned coral to purple-toned fuchsia. 
Even in adding just a few bright pieces to an established room, 
try to use the new version of your old color. It will date your 
room 1948 instead of 1940. 

Several lines of fabric come in families. You can thus buy a 
print, a stripe, and a plain color that you know go together 
perfectly. Other materials carry identifying color names to help 
you get a harmonious match. 

When you have found the materials you want, ask for 
swatches of each—fabric, paint, and wallpaper. Test these in 
the light of the room where they’ll be used. Try them by day 
against a well-lighted wall. Then try them in the shadows. Try 
them at night under artificial lights. In the living room check 
carefully on the effects of artificial light for this room’s chief 
use is at night. Blue and yellow are likely to lose much of their 
character by lamplight. The dark, brilliant colors so popular 
today are most likely to hold their own in any light. 

Do the colors of your choice still please you? Fine! Go ahead 
and buy your materials. Flow on your paint. You'll be just as 
pleased with the colorful room you’ll create.

Smoked picnic SHOW MEL 2, snuerraa- 


SMOKED picnic shoulder gives 
you ham flavor at less cost. Have 
the meatman saw off the hock end. 
Then bake the rest according to 
your favorite baked ham recipe. 
Glazed and clove-studded, it looks 
like a miniature whole ham (see 
below). The hock end you can cook 
with cabbage, or in split pea soup 
or a vegetable stew. 

Contrary to popular notion, 
there’s not much waste to a smoked 
picnic shoulder. The bone is only 


Te earve, place shoulder on 
platter with shank bone to carv- 
er’s right. Cut a few lengthwise 
slices from the smaller, meatier 
side, then turn roast over onto 
cut surface. Starting at shank 
end, cut slices down to leg bone 


Slices, 14 inch thick, of the 
baked or uncooked picnic can 
be skillet-fried and served with 
sunny-side-up eggs. Or cut 4- 
inch slices. Score fat. Broil slow- 
ly. Turn once. Takes 15 to 25 
minutes. Sprinkle with cheese 
and continue to broil until cheese 
is melted and is a golden brown 


about one-sixth the total weight 
and the fat about one-eighth. 

You can expect a cooking shrink- 
age just as in any meat. If the 
weight before cooking is 54% to 6 
pounds, the weight after cooking 
will be 314 to 444 pounds. Of that, 
214 to 344 pounds will be lean 
meat. And about one-third of this 
lean meat can be sliced in large 
pieces; you can expect 8 to 10 
slices 14 inch thick. The rest makes 
half slices—just right for sand- 


wiches. Or you can cube or grind 
it for the Picnic a la King or Jellied 
Meat Loaf on page 86. 

Picnics are also sold ready-to-rat, 


just like ready-to-eat hams. They 


require only 18 minutes to the 
pound to heat. 

See ideas below for cooking a 
picnic shoulder—how to bake it 
whole and how to cook the hock 
end; how to prepare slices of 
smoked shoulder; how to use the 
cubed or ground leftover roast. 


Whole pienie shoulder is baked 
like a regular ham, only longer, 
Allow 30 to 35 minutes per 
pound in slow oven (300° to 
325°). Last 30 minutes of bak- 
ing, remove rind (if any) and 
score fat in diamond shapes. 
Spoon orange marmalade over, 
Or rub surface with dry mus- 
tard and brown sugar mois- 
tened with drippings. Stick with 
whole cloves. 

Or cover picnic with water. 
Simmer tender—allowing 30 to 
35 minutes per pound. Glaze 
in slow oven (325°) as above

Pineapple Prize. Drain chilled pineapple chunks. Heap 5 or 6 ina 
lettuce cup on each salad plate.

For extra color add 
two green pepper rings and some big red cherries to each salad.

Vegetable Mix. Arrange chilled, drained vegetables on lettuce. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper, dress with sharp French dressing. For 
garlic flavor, rub bread slice with cut clove of garlic, cube, and toss 
with vegetables. You can use a can of mixed vegetables for this salad. 


Lettuce Tess. Shred coarsely about 2 cups lettuce. Slice and add 2 
or 3 green onions and radishes. Blend 14 cup mayonnaise with 1 tea- 
spoon each vinegar, prepared mustard, and horse-radish. Pour over 


lettuce and toss until well mixed, adding salt to taste while mixing. 
Serves 2. 


Green and Gold. On lettuce place, for each serving, a peeled half of 
a small avocado (or a quarter of a large one). Heap center with half- 
drained crushed pineapple. Garnish with salted or plain blanched 
almonds. Serve French dressing. 


Siggs’ Dish. Drain a can of chilled sauerkraut. Mix with mayon- 
naise, adding celery seed to taste, and a handful of minced parsley. 
Serve on lettuce. Extra good with hot or cold corned beef or with fish. 


Semi-Salad. Drain off most of the juice from a can of tomatoes. (You 
can use the juice tomorrow.) Chop the drained tomatoes a bit. For 
each cup of tomatoes add a minced small onion,fablespoon of minced 
green pepper if you have it, a dash of salt, 44 teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard (or 4 teaspoon dry), a sprinkling of celery seed, and a table- 
spoon each of vinegar and salad oil. Stir together. Serve in custard 
cups or ramekins set right on the dinner plates, or in saucedishes 
alongside. Serves 3. [ Turn to page 129 
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Tropical Salad. Roll banana in lemon juice, then mayonnaise 
thinned with cream. Sprinkle with chopped California walnuts. Gar- 
nish with spring spinach and canned grapefruit sections. Sweet ba- 
nana, crunchy nuts, and tart grapefruit make this a good dinner salad. 


Stuffed Celery Snippets. For each person, stuff two 3-inch lengths 
of celery with grated raw carrot mixed with mayonnaise and chopped 
nuts. Lay these on leaf lettuce on individual salad plates, then cut 
into 34-inch bites, leaving them in their original position. Garnish 
with ripe olives. Pass French dressing. 


Caulifloweret Salad. Slice very thin the crisp flowerets from half a 
small head of raw cauliflower. Peel a sweet Bermuda or Spanish onion, 
and slice paper-thin. Slice 14 cup stuffed olives. Shred half a head 
(or less) of lettuce. Combine all, add 44 to 4% cup crumbled Blue 
cheese, and toss with French dressing, adding seasonings as needed. 
Serve in lettuce cups. Garnish with tiny cauliflowerets dashed with 
paprika. Serves 4 to 6, depending on amount of lettuce used. 


Guatemalan Salad. Chop or dice 3 or 4 canned or pickled beets. 
Add a small onion, minced; about a cup of sliced celery or shredded 
cabbage; a few radishes, sliced; and any leftover cooked peas or green 
Linas or string beans. Cut up outer leaves of lettuce and add. Season 
well with pepper, celery salt, and lemon juice; toss together, and 
serve in lettuce cups, with mayonnaise. Serves 4 to 6. 


Thousand Island Cabbage Salad. Drain solid-pack canned toma- 
toes, pressing them slightly to get rid of excess juice. Mix 1 cup drained 
tomatoes with 3 cups shredded cabbage; add minced green onion 
(tops and all) to taste, cooked dressing to moisten. Toss and serve in 
bowl.

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Quickest food crops

In ANY year, the early gardener pulls the first radish, but 
in this inflated food-cost year of 1948, you have a bigger 
incentive than ever to get going—dollars and cents. The 
earlier you get started, the sooner you’ll be eating green peas, 
tender beet tops, and succulent leaf lettuce and the like and 
telling the vegetable man that you'll see him next November. 

But getting started early is only half the story. Planting 
early varieties—we’re giving you a list of good ones that don’t 
sacrifice quality for promptness—is the other half. 

Planting a 90-day sweet corn on May 15 won’t give you 
roasting ears for the Fourth of July, but planting a 53-day 
variety will! Of course, you’ll want some 64-day corn, some 
to ripen at about 82 days, and some coming along later at 
90 or even 100 days. Plant them all the same day and you'll 
have a continuous crop. 

The same rule pretty well follows for other vegetables. 
Most seed catalogs and seed packets now tell you how many 
days it takes a given variety to mature. 


































Ntrawberries 


Strawberries are the quickest-producing fruit you can 
grow. For these you must buy plants. If you set out ever- 
bearing varieties now, you'll be eating strawberries and 
cream this summer. And the standard June-bearing varie- 
ties that you plant this spring will be in full production next 
year. Here’s how to start and care for a strawberry bed: 


1. Where to plant 





Select a spot that gets plenty of sun. Any soil that will 
grow good sweet potatoes or tomatoes will grow good straw- 
berries. Strawberries will grow in clay, but won’t do well in 
soil that’s waterlogged or poorly drained. To avoid white 
grubs, if possible plant your bed where the soil has been in 
cultivation at least one season. 


2. What varieties 


Certain berries will do better in your area than others, so 
consult your nurseryman or catalog on which kinds to buy. 
Remember everbearers will give you berries for the table 
all season, while June-bearers produce a single big crop all 
at once for canning or freezing. Several of the best varieties 
must be pollinized by another variety in order to set fruit. 
Unless the one you’re planting is listed as having “perfect” 
flowers, you’ll need an additional variety to pollinize it. 
Always buy good-quality plants from reliable sources—no 
bargain stuff. 








3. Hew many plants 


Plant according to the crop you’re shooting for. Most 
June-bearers should give you a pint per plant in their second 
season, or a quart from each foot of matted row made up of 
2-year plants and the new ones established from their run- 
ners. It’s hard to predict how many berries you'll get from 
your everbearers the first summer. 





4. Care on arrival 








Plants usually come in bunches of 25. Undo the cord at

Shoulder bag for wee miss 


Purse is envelope made of two contrasting-color felt 
strips, each 6 inches wide and 12 inches long. One strip 
makes the lining. Handle is 22 inches long and 1 inch wide. 
It’s two strips—one of each color—stitched together. 
Fasten handle to purse by stitching ends into side seams 
as you make envelope. A snap fastener holds purse closed. 


To make doll on front of purse, first wrap white yarn 
around 3)4-inch-long cardboard 40 times. Slip a strand 
of yarn under yarn loops at one end of cardboard and 
tie firmly. This marks the top of the head. Cut loops at 
other end; remove cardboard. One inch from top of head, 
tie piece of yarn to form neck. Divide yarn below neck. 
Use 20 strands for each arm; leave 40 strands for doll’s 
body. Cut arms so they are 2 inches long. Tie bits of yarn 
near ends to form wrists. Tie 40-strand body snugly to- 
gether 34-inch down from the neck to form waist. Sepa- 
rate yarn below into legs, 20 strands each. Tie bits of yarn 
tightly around ankles. For pigtail hairdo, fasten 3 strands 
of yellow yarn to top of head. Braid each end, and tie 
with red yarn bow. Make a miniature apron from 4 rows 
of single crochet; fasten at doll’s waist. Eyes, mouth, and 
buttons are French knots. Tack doll to purse.

This bag holds a baby’s needs for 
the day. Lining is waterproof, sheer plas- 
tic material; outside is highly glazed pink 
or blue chintz. Buy 24 yard of 48- or 54- 
inch chintz, or 4% yard of 36-inch chintz 
and an equal amount of plastic lining. 

Start with pieces of chintz and plastic 
material, each 12 inches by 48 inches. 
(If you use 36-inch material, you’ll need 
to piece 12 inches onto 36-inch width.) 
A strip of muslin also 12 by 48 inches, 
placed between chintz and plastic ma- 
terial, may be used for reinforcement. 
Quilt together by machine, stitching in 
2-inch squares. Face one lengthwise side 
with chintz strip, 3 inches wide and 48 
inches long. (If you use 36-inch material, 
you will need to piece.) Faced edge will 
be bag top. See sketch 1. 

Measure and mark 12-inch intervals 
along 48-inch quilted piece. See Sketch 
2. Fold at each of the 3 marks and stitch 
on right side 14 inch from crease. Join 
two ends (A and B on sketch) in seam; 
turn and stitch 44 ineh from edge on 
right side. You’ve formed the 4 stitched 
corners of the bag. 

Now for the bottom. You’ll need a 12- 
inch chintz square, and a 12-inch card- 
board square covered with muslin and 
plastic material. Join bag’s lower edge to 
chintz square. Reinforce inside bottom

Lace one of drawstrings thru but- 
tonholes, and tie ends into a firm 
knot. Lace other drawstring thru 
so that its ends come out and tie 
on opposite side to first drawstring 
ends. By pulling these two knotted 
drawstring ends, the bag top 
gathers together tightly. 





Portable sewing kit 


This sewing kit folds up to look 
like a purse. Start with two pieces 
of felt or heavy wool—one 20 
inches square for outside; the 
other 94 by 20 inches for lining. 

Cut two strips of material, each 
34 inch wide, one 15 inches long, 
and the other 10!% inches long. 
The 15-inch band is for holding 
spools of thread, the extra length 
allowing for loops. Mark 1-inch 


intervals across the bag lining 


about 6 inches from the top; mark 
2-inch intervals on strip. Stitch 
strip to lining at intervals, match- 
ing the marks. Fasten the 10)9- 
inch-long band onto lining 2 or 3 
inches below top band, stitching at 
intervals to make loops for scissors, 
darner, needles, and pins. 

Five inches from bottom of lin- 
ing strip, cut slit across, to within 
V% inch of each side. Stitch lining 
strip in place on 20-inch square. 
Slit in lining makes roomy pocket 
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for holding buttons, snaps, mend- 
ing material. Fasten pocket shut 
with tiny snap-down flap. 

At end opposite to pocket, cut 3 
inches from border material on 
each side of lining strip. See 
sketch. 

Then cut strip of-felt about 4 
inches long and 14% inches wide 
for the fastener. Stitch onto bag 
flap—see photograph. This strip 
(or tongue) slips thru a loop on 
outside of bag; see lower picture. 
For loop, cut small strip of felt 2 
inches long and % inch wide. 





_Fasten on outside of bag 3% inches 


from the bottom. 

As you see in sketch, lining 
covers only center panel of outer 
piece; 514-in@& borders remain on 
each side. To close kit, fold border 
sides in, bottom up, and flap down.

All in One Bowl. Shred cabbage 
or raw spinach, or both. For enough 
for 2, mix 1 cup cottage cheese 
with 1 tablespoon horse-radish 
and 2 tablespoons mayonnaise. 
Add to the greens; season with salt 
and pepper; toss and serve. 


Rosette Salad. Lift out whole 
tomatoes from a chilled can of 
solid pack, and drain. Place each 
tomato in a nest of frilly lettuce on 
salad plate. Sprinkle tomatoes with 
salt and pepper, dot with mayon- 
naise, then sprinkle with chopped 
green onion and celery. 


Corn-Salad Salad. Use canned 
corn-salad relish if you have it;

Your lantern, assembled and 
wired, looks like this: 


At the right is the bracket and 
wall plate. 

Making bracket and wall plate. 
Cut the bracket arm from a flat 
piece of 16-gauge copper and bend 
to shape. 

The wall plate may be a flat 
piece of 18-gauge copper if the 
outlet box is flush with the wall. 
If the box projects, cut the plate 
with flaps deep enough to cover the 
box. Here are the bracket arm 
and wall plate:

Use a strong needle and 
bright yarn or embroidery thread. 

Tack felt on flat or curved surfaces with upholsterer’s 
tacks, or with ordinary tacks covered by braid or half- 
round molding. You can cover the back of the felt with 
wallpaper paste and glue it to the surface you wish to 
cover; or smooth it on surfaces coated with varnish. 

You can punch holes in felt and lace the edges to- 
gether with strips of contrasting felt or cording. If there’s 
much strain on the lacing, tho, reinforce holes with eyelet 
embroidery edges or metal eyelets. Here are a dozen and 
a half ways felt may be used.

low fo wallpaper 


It’s more a matter of equipment 
than talent, and equipment is a 


lot cheaper than a professional job 


i YOU’VE never done any wallpapering, you’ve 
missed a lot of fun. It’s less tiring than painting, goes 
faster, and is as easy to do. You can do it alone, but it 
goes three times as fast if you put your wife to work. 

Preparing the walls properly before you begin is half 
the battle. Here’s what you do: 

Old paper—Always remove it. Soak with a large brush 
or sponge dipped in warm water, then scrape with a 
putty knife. Sandpaper stubborn edges. Apply size—a 
glue preparation—so new paper won't stain or blister. 

Plaster—Repair all cracks and gouges with patching 
plaster. Treat new plaster walls with a solution of 2 
pounds of zinc sulfate mixed in a gallon of water. 

Paint—Wash thoroly with soap and water. Remove all 
scaly paint, patch all cracks, and apply size. 

Ceilings—A job for an expert. Paint ceilings instead. 

You can make your own paste, but prepared powders 
are so inexpensive it’s hardly worth the effort. For most 
papers, paste should be thin enough to run off the brush. 

You'll have many styles, colors, and patterns of paper 
to choose from. It’s hard to visualize the finished room 
from a strip in an album, but here are a couple of tips: 

A vertical pattern makes the ceiling seem higher, 
and a small room smaller. 

A large pattern will dwarf a small room; a delicate 
pattern will make it seem larger. 

Use warm, light papers in dark rooms, or rooms on 
the north. Use cool, pastel papers in light, south rooms. 

To order paper, all you need to know is the height, 
width, and length of the room, the number of windows 
and doors, and the size of the fireplace if there is one. 
The store will know how many rolls you need.

Hang the first strip at door or window jamb. Test the jamb with your plumb 
bob; paper must hang absolutely vertical. Tuck the edge of the paper against 
the jamb, remembering to overlap at the ceiling. Then press the strip in place 


When you get the edge of the 
paper set, brush it flat against 
the wall, then take out wrinkles 
with your smoothing brush. 
Pasted paper is pliable, can be 
brushed or lightly pushed into 
place. If you lap the strips 
(it’s easier than trying to butt 
them unless you're an expert), 
use your roller to flatten joints 


Where you've let your paper 
overlap at the top and bottom 
of the walls, use the closed end 
of a pair of scissors to score the 
joint. Hold scissors as nearly 
parallel as possible to the 
joint, and close to the wall. 
This helps fasten paper tightly 
to the wall, and gives you a 
guide for trimming off overlaps

At sills use scissors to score, 
and a very sharp knife or 
razor blade to cut, following 
the edge of the woodwork.

(re you doing as much for peace 
as vou did for war? 


What can you, an in dividual, do? Isn’t peace made or lost 
by governments? No. Peace is made by peoples. And there 
is something you can do, individually, alone . . . Editor. 


Onty two weeks before the 
great, shy John G. Winant shot 
himself, he asked us all a question. 
“Are you,” he said, “doing as 
much today for peace as you did 
for this country and civilization in 
the days of war? I’m not.” 

And then he shut himself in an 
upstairs room and pulled the trig- 
ger on a .32 caliber pistol. 

It makes us wonder whatever 
became of Nelson Weaver and 
what he had to do with it. We met 
Weaver only once, just for a few 
minutes back in 1942 in a story by 
Irwin Shaw in the New Yorker, but 
we never wholly have been able to 
forget him, because his behavior 
seemed so universal at the time. 
Like so many of us then, Weaver 
was down to the station to see his 
son Robert off to somewhere un- 
known where he’d ride a medium 
tank into battle... . 

¢; and somehow he and 
Robert shook hands and there was 
a last wave and no words, because 
they each knew that any word thru 
the tortured throat would bring 
with it sobs... and Robert went 
down the long incline to the dark 
platform below. His rawhide bag 
gleamed among the descending 
passengers, and he was gone.

Netson turned and walked 
slowly toward the street. As he 
walked he thought of the capped 
head and the rawhide bag going 
down the long incline to the wait- 
ing train, to the medium tanks, to 
the waiting guns, the waiting ago- 
ny, going lightly and zealously and 
unquestioningly. 

“It never occurred to me it 
could happen, Nelson thought, 
walking slowly and blindly away 
from the station. I had a son, but 
I didn’t take my responsibility 
seriously enough. I worked and 
dressed him and fed him and sent 
* him to a good college and bought 
him books and gave him money 
and took him with me on vaca- 
tions to Vermont. I thought about 
the grocer, the insurance man, the 
electric light company. I wasted 
my life. I’m an old man and alone 
and my son has gone to war, and 
all I did was pay rent and taxes. 
The war was being fought for 20 
years, and I didn’t know it. I 
waited for my son to grow up and 
fight it for me. I should’ve grabbed 
people by their lapels in trains, in 
libraries and restaurants, and yelled 
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at them. ‘Love, understand, 
put down your guns, forget your 
profit, remember God. .. .’ I 
should’ve walked on foot thru 
France and England and America. 
I should’ve preached on the dusty 
roads and used a rifle when neces- 
sary. I stayed in one city and paid 
the grocer. Versailles, Manchuria, 
Ethiopia, Warsaw, Madrid .. . bat- 
tlefields, battlefields and I 
thought there was one.war and it 
was over. 

“He stood and looked up. He 
was sweating now and there was 
salt in his eyes and he had to rub 
them to see that he was standing in 
front of the great monument of a 
building, serene and immutable, 
in which, in war and peace, he 
conducted his business. His charts 
and figures were waiting for him. 
. .. He stood looking up for a long 
time, but he did not go in.” 


We NEVER saw Nelson Weaver 
after that. It must have been his 
one moment of magnificence. There 
is no peace, but we’ve never come 
across him screaming on street 
corners, nor preaching on the dusty 
roads. “‘Love, understand, put 
down your guns, remember God. 
... He must have wiped the salt 
out of his eyes and taken the eleva- 
tor, like so many more of us, back 
to his charts and figures. John 
Winant must have been thinking 
about Weaver and us when, in dis- 
pair, he pulled the trigger. 

Winant knew that diplomats 
cannot alone build peace. All they 
can do is negotiate a truce between 
wars. Peace is built by peoples. It 
was the Quakers, the American 
Friends Service Committee, you'll 
recall, who won the 1947 Nobel 
Peace Prize, by unanimous vote. 
They sat at no peace conference. 
They did nothing you can’t do. 
While the statesmen debated and 
the politicians wrangled, the Quak- 
ers, the Unitarians, and others— 
a lot but far from enough—fed and 
clothed and healed miserable hu- 
man beings, that they might sur- 
vive and work, that they might 
grow into the Pasteurs and Madam 
Curies of a new world instead of 
into the hate-twisted Mussolinis, 
Hitlers, and Tojos of an even 
bloodier tomorrow. 

You can do that, too, if you care. 

That, or wait until our sons 
again are straight and slim and 23, 
and then watch them go down the 


long, dark incline to the waiting 
trains, the waiting guns once more.

5. How do you sit? You fatigue less, drive more safely 
if you sit almost straight. Your spine balances your 
weight, absorbs shocks. If you’re bothered with pains, 
slip one of those small, wedge-shaped cushions behind 
you with the thick part across the middle of your back. 
It will feel awkward at first, but it will help. 





6. Balance your wheels. You ought to have your car’s wheel 
alignment and balance checked every six months. Wheel im- 
balance becomes enormous at high speeds. Even a two-ounce 
valve, unbalanced, becomes a distorting pull of 24 pounds at 60, 
causes your car to “tramp,” results in fatigue and poor control. 
Driving a mile with a wheel half-an-inch out of line skids the tire 
87 feet. 


7. Check your tires. If you are tempted to Wy to get by with 
smooth tires, remember: Nine-tenths of tire trouble comes in the 
last tenth of a tire’s life. In summer, don’t overinflate your tires 
trying to get better mileage; they may blow on hot, fast runs.

8. Start slowly on long drives. Warm up leisurely for a long trip, 
like a miler warming up for a race. In an hour you'll be settled

®. Read the road. Learn to watch for signs of the trail. Muddy 
wagon tracks mean you'll have to pass the wagon ahead; can 
you stop if it turns out to be a road-hogging hayrack?

12. Passing is an art. To pass a car traveling 40, if another is 
approaching at 60, you need a clear distance between you and the 
approaching car of almost half a mile. So practice judging dis- 
tances to objects up the road; check with your speedometer. To 
pass at night, pull out slightly from behind and flash your lights up 
and down several times. This is an accepted signal among good driv- 
ers; they will pull over to the side immediately unless something 
ahead makes passing dangerous. 


13. Take curves properly. Slow down before entering curve. The 
best way for you to take a curve is to accelerate while going 
around, because then the engine helps counteract side pull by 
driving the car ahead. If you go into a curve too fast, don’t lose 
control by trying too late to slow down. 


14. “‘Double-clutching”’ may save your life. For safety on stcep 
hills, or if brakes fail, practice shifting from high to second to low. 
To second is easy—shift, race engine, let clutch out. But to get 
into low you must “‘double-clutch”—shift to neutral, let clutch 
out, race engine to get transmission gears to whirling, push in 
clutch, shift quickly into low, race engine, quickly ease clutch out. 





15. Slow down on slippery roads. To slow down on slippery roads 

or ice without skidding, touch the brakes- gently for an instant, 

release them, repeat until you’ve slowed. If you start to skid, 

push in the clutch pedal, release the brake, maneuver the wheel 
until you get lined up again.

16. How soon can you stop? Don’t outdrive your eyes; always be 
able to stop in the distance you can see ahead. If there’s a blind 
intersection 50 feet away, be able to stop in 50 feet. If you're 
doing 60 when some fool pulls out from a crossroad, you travel 
66 feet before you can get your brakes on, 336 feet before you can 
stop. 


17. Stop fires before they start. If you roll your car over, don’t 
be the hero who cuts the ignition switch to prevent fire. Lynch, 
who rolls cars to thrill state-fair crowds, used to cut the switch, 
caught fire three times out of five. He began leaving the motor 
running, had no more fires. He also recommends dousing a fire 
under the hood, if no extinguisher is handy, by gunning the motor, 
which sucks fire into the air intake. 





18. Keep awake. Driving efficiency declines steadily after six 
hours. Your dominant eye tends to take over seeing, making you 
a poor judge of speed and distance. To refresh your eyes, lie down, 
close your eyes, and press your fingers lightly over your eyelids for 
a few minutes. If you are drowsy, try to sleep. Either you'll sleep 
or, as you try, you’ll wake up. If you must keep driving, use these 
means recommended by the American Automobile Association 
to offset drowsiness: Keep car well ventilated. Engage in light 
conversation. Drink coffee. Get out of car and exercise often to get 
your blood to flowing. Remember, in one second of sleep at 50

New and used clothing is badly 
needed for all ages—baby diapers, 
undershirts, shirts, sweaters, bibs, 
slippers, rompers, dresses, pants, 
overalls, night clothes, sox, shoes, 
aprons, caps, mittens, jackets, coats, 
suits, overcoats, heavy work jackets, 
heavy work shoes, rubbers, ga- 
loshes. One of the great needs is for 
sanitary napkins or material to 
make them of. Things not needed 
are straw hats, shoes needing re- 
pair, high-heeled shoes, men’s col- 
lars (except when pinned to a shirt 
of the same size), trinkets, belts, 
old stockings. Used clothing should 
be clean, mended, buttons sewed 
on. Don’t send threadbare gar- 
ments or anything too worn to 
tand continued hard use. Replace 
vorn-thru soles, missing strings; 
shine shoes and tie them in pairs, 
string to string. 

sedding is badly needed—new 
or used quilts, blankets, sheets and 
pillowcases. Towels and wash- 
cloths, too, and soap, toilet articles, 
and sewing materials. 

(nd, of course, there’s unlimited 
need for food of all kinds—dehy- 
drated foods, dried foods; canned 
meats, fish, fruit, vegetables, and 
fats; condensed or evaporated milk. 

If you want to mail packages 
directly to friends or relatives over- 
seas, better first check with your 
postmaster, for regulations vary 
with the countries. Some countries 
limit packages to 22 pounds, others 
to 44. Goods must be well packed 
in corrugated cardboard boxes. 
Usually the box size for foreign 
shipment is limited to a combined 
length and girth measurement of 
72 inches. You must fill out a dec- 
laration at the post office itemizing 
your package’s contents and each 
item’s value. Import duties vary 
with the country. In general, un- 
solicited gifts of food and used 
clothing can be sent duty free, but 
duties are charged on new clothing, 
particularly on nonessential items 
like nylon hose, on which the duty 
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may even exceed the original cost. 

If you want to send a package 
thru CARE to afriend or relative or 
to some deserving unknown, send 
your order and your check or 
money order for $10 to CARE, 50 
Broad Street, New York 4, New 
York. CARE, composed of 28 ma- 
jor American overseas relief agen- 
cies, has packages stock-piled in 
warehouses in 14 European coun- 
tries. When your order is received 
in New York, a receipt is sent you 
and the order air-mailed to the 
CARE representative in Europe, 
who delivers the 22-pound package 
and sends you a receipt signed by 
the one you gave to. If the package 
cannot be delivered, you get your 
money back. Thru CARE you can 
send packages of food, Kosher food, 
infants food, blankets, woolen ma- 
terial, cotton material, household 
linens, or layettes. CARE is an ef- 
ficient method of giving because it 
buys in bulk and distributes direct- 
ly from its own overseas ware- 
houses. You can send packages to 
Austria, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Finland, France, to the American, 
British and French zones of Ger- 
many, to England, Scotland, Wales 
and Northern Ireland, to Hungary, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Poland, and Roumania.

Success in almost every vocation depends to some extent 
upon how well we talk. Much of the time we spend in school 
is devoted to attaining a mastery of speech. Conversation is an 
art and can be learned. Certain simple rules and devices are 
helpful. 

Have something to say. Our newspapers and magazines are rich 
in material of current interest. 

Be a good listener. This is one of the prerequisites of a good 
conversationailist. 

Learn to avoid certain topics. No one wants to hear you discuss 
grief, pain, death, suicide, and accidents. 

Learn how to change the topic. A humorous story will sometimes 
relieve tension. 

Don’t take yourself too seriously. Say very little about yourself, 
and say that little gaily. 

Don’t interrupt. Listen, even if you have heard it all before. 

Don’t lose your temper. A true sportsman in conversation loses 
cheerfully. 

Get the other's point of view. State your own views without being 
too positive or opinionated. 

Speak clearly and distinctly. Speak with emphasis, interest, and 
enthusiasm, but never boisterously. 

Avoid too many gestures with the hands. Some people punctuate 
their conversation to excess—and break the china—by too 
much activity with the hands. 

The main thing to watch in conversation is that the topic 
discussed is pleasing to all in the group or at least is not painful.

Even 
during spring house cleaning, you 
can wash slipcovers of the fabrics 
without removing them from the 
chairs, or wipe off draperies of the 
fabrics while they remain up. 

The synthetic coating resists 
wrinkling, but when the material 
does become mussed, you can press 
it under adry cloth with a cooliron. 


Don't cry over spilt ink— 
a damp cloth will make it 
vanish. You may use 
cleansing powder on stub- 
born spots if it’s necessary

Ive heard that porches are going 
out of style. Not with me. In my 
part of the country—Melrose, Mas- 
a porch is almost a ne- 
cessity. And if that porch isn’t 
screened, it’s no good at all. 

Our bungalow offered no oppor- 
tunity for a screened porch. The 
“sun” porch on the north side of the 
house wouldn’t do. After a year and 
a half, I turned to the garage. We 
had one car for a two-car garage. 
Why not fix up the other half as a 
porch? 

I started by ripping shingles off 
the west side of the garage. Out 
came studs and in went three arches. 
Che old studs went into the parti- 
tion down the center of the garage. 
\ lumber company cut the millwork, 
but I did the rest of the work my- 
self. 

Che garage ceiling is 9 feet high. 
\ 4-foot plywood panel forms the 
base of the partition, with a 3-foot 
panel above that, and a 2-foot panel 
at the top. Using panels of varying 
widths suggested a color scheme. I 
painted the bottom panel a medium 
green, the middle one a light green, 
and the top panel a pale green. The 
ceiling, which is also paneled, is 
white.

We know, too, that 
some degree of regularity is necessary so a mother can 
take proper care of her baby and still get thru her 
other tasks.

mass pattern. Each infant has his 
own individual rhythm in eating 
and sleeping which should be the 
basis for his personal schedule. 
And, finally, it’s recognized that a 
baby’s emotional requirements are 
as important as his bodily needs 
and should be satisfied if he is to 
grow into a well-adjusted person. 


Irs only natural that a newborn 
child should feel insecure. He has 
just come from his mother’s body, 
the place prepared for him by 
nature for his protection and de- 
velopment. And, altho he possesses 
the ability to adapt to the changed 
environment in which he now 
finds himself, it takes time. Mean- 
while, experiences such as pro- 
longed hunger and disturbed sleep 
may cause him to be upset. 

To soothe Baby’s vague fears, he 
must be comforted. He receives 
assurance in the act of nursing, 
when he is held snug at his mother’s 
breast and has his hunger satisfied. 
In this blissful state, when he has 
had his fill, he drifts into his other 
favorite occupation . . . sleep. 

Generally, the cuddling he gets 
during a feeding period is all 
that a very small baby needs. The 
wakeful, nervous infant, however, 
may need to be held and rocked 
gently on occasions when he is not 
hungry. This should not be done so 
much that it excites’ him, nor 


should it be done merely to in- 
dulge the mother’s desire to lavish 
her affection. But when your baby 
really needs comforting, don’t 
hesitate to respond with the close- 
ness he wants. 

Two- and 3-months-old babies 
are usually fretful before they go 
to sleep, particularly in the eve- 
ning. This is a phase of growth and 
an indication that he is becoming 
aware of the state of wakefulness. 
Holding him in your arms briefly 
or rocking his bassinet a bit will 
quiet him and ease him into sleep. 

After the fourth month, the 
baby develops an appreciation of 
others, as contrasted with his earlier

complete preoccupation with him- 
self. He now enjoys attention. He 
likes to be propped up with pillows 
and have people talk and sing to 
him. The end of his day is the time 
he especially wants attention. It’s a 
lucky baby whose father can be 
home at this time of day to play 
with him. 


From his sixth month on, Baby 
will be content alone during the 
greater part of his wakeful periods. 
He will be interested in his toys, 
and in kicking, stretching and in- 
vestigating his toes. It is best for 
his development to let him have 
these periods of self activity with- 
out interruption. 

He may tire of his own com- 


pany, however, and fuss for com- 
panionship. Then, again, he wel- 
comes attention from members of 
the family—being held, bounced 
on Daddy’s knee, or sung to. 

After the first year, the inde- 
pendent toddler may at times re- 
ject your affectionate hands in his 
impatience to be up and doing. 
When the need for love and com- 
forting strikes him, however, he 
will seek you out and you must be 
ready with a reassuring pat and 
hug 


Dowr be afraid that loving and 
petting your baby will spoil him. 
On the contrary, it helps build his 
self-confidence and assurance. As 
with all things, of course, cuddling 
and amusing Baby should not be 
carried to excess. He needs time to 
sit and lie quietly while he watches, 
feels, grasps, tastes, explores, and 
does all the other self-initiated ac- 
tivities which help him learn about 
himself and the world he lives in.

\ E WERE sitting in the car waiting for the moving van to 
get started, when up the street came old Mr. Brown, caning 
his way around puddles left by a cold winter rain.

of a child to his parents, but never, 
never mentioning the fault, paid 
off in the long run. 

The most important requisite for 
getting along with the neighbors’ 
children is a mutual fondness.

When we arrived, 
our old handy man was already 
there. I had asked him to come 
over to help put up curtains and 
help organize our household anew. 
Without asking what to do first, he 
had already set to work putting up 
the backboard for basketball.

Alternate 
freezing and thawing, continual exposure to frost or snow, tons 
of weight on the roof, ice squeezing and prying and levering at 
every joint—all of these ravages leave even the best-built house 
in need of some repairs when spring comes. 

It would be dandy if you could call in a contractor or carpenter 
and leave things up to him.

Look for: 1. Rust. 2. Loosened solder joints. 3. Loose hanger straps and missing 
strainers. 4. Clogged gutters or downspouts. 5. Sagging gutters. 6. Unpainted 
spots inside of the gutters.

1. Repair by buffing clean with steel 
wool, wire brush, or sandpaper.

Couteainnt x ULATOR chemicals are factory-made 
plant hormones. ‘These chemicals can control how fast the 
various parts of a plant will grow. When you know how to 
use growth-regulator chemicals correctly, you can make 
your plants do the things listed at the right. But incorrect 
use of the chemicals can start your plant on a ‘biological 
binge of rapid, corkscrew growth with early death in pros- 
pect. 

There’s nothing difficult about using growth-regulator 
chemicals correctly. This year you buy them as prepared 
powders, liquids, or tablets. Most of them you dilute with 
water: The directions come on the package. Then spray on 
your plants with any kind of sprayer. You don’t need fancy 
equipment. You don’t need to go to a lot of expens>. 

Most important is to use the right growth-regulator chem-

Sliding 


doors 


Some sliding doors hang from metal sheaves (cased-in wheels or 
steel balls) on metal tracks; these can be lubricated with a drop 
of oil on the bearings of the rollers and a very light smear of petro- 
leum jelly along the top of the metal track. Some roll on sheaves 
mortised out of sight in the bottom of the door; these usually can 
be lifted off the track and removed, then turned upside down to 
be oiled lightly or puffed with graphite (pictured above). 


Sliding 
doors 


If you can’t remove a sliding door, rub petroleum jelly freely along 
the metal or wood track and slide the door back and forth until 
you’re sure the sheaves have picked up enough of the lubricant 
(pictured above). Then wipe the track clean and dry with a cloth. 

On doors that slide in grooved wooden tracks, without metal 
rolling parts, ease the ways with paraffin. It’s better than the 
grease stick because it won’t collect dust. But first blow away any 
dust that has settled in the groove. 
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Windows 


Lubricate window slides with the paraffin or candle. If sliding 
surfaces are painted or varnished, the grease stick, rubbed lightly, 
will be more satisfactory (pictured above). 

On double-hung windows, pull down the upper half until the 
pulleys are exposed. If you can get the tip of the oilcan spout to 
the place where the pulley revolves on its shaft, place a drop of 
oil there on each side. If you can’t get oil there, puff in some graph- 
ite. Lubricate pulleys for the lower half of the window the same 
way. 

Casement windows need the same lubrication as a door— 
hinges, handles, and any surfaces that show signs of friction. 
Crank or sliding types of opening mechanisms should be oiled 
lightly or dusted with graphite, then wiped clean. 

On the window lock, a drop of oil or a puff of graphite under 
the part that rotates will do the job. 





Thumb 


levers 


Locks with thumb-pressure latch levers instead of revolving 
handles can be lubricated with powdered graphite, puffed into 
the crevice where the lever enters and pivots on the lock body 
(pictured above). 

Warning: Never oil a cylinder lock—the kind with a cylindri- 
cal case containing the keyhole and mechanism, as on the door 
pictured above. The oil gums the precision-fitted tumblers and 
does more eventual harm than good. Instead use graphite, puffed 
lightly into the keyhole.

Give your house a spring grease job 
[ Continued from preceding page | 





Door- 
frame 


If the door rubs lightly against the frame at top, bottom, or side, 
yet doesn’t stick enough to need planing or rehanging, rub the 
paraffin block hard along the wood surface where there are visible 
signs of friction(pictured above). 

At the same time, rub the grease stick lightly over the face of 
the strike plate—the metal plate on the doorframe that catches the 
latch. Touch the grease stick also to the contact surface of the 
latch itself. Check all screws in hinges and other door hardware. 
A loose screw may be the reason your door binds along the frame 
or at the latch. 


Friction 
catches 


A tiny touch of grease stick on all meeting points of friction 
catches (pictured above) will not lessen their efficiency, but will 
make them quieter and smoother of action. Friction catches on 
oven doors can’t be lubricated with grease, tho; heat would melt 
the grease. 

Instead rub the point of a very soft lead pencil (made up largely 
of graphite on the meeting surfaces of oven catches. While you’re 
working on the oven, puff graphite into openings around all 
spring hinges. Rub the grease stick lightly along the slides of the 
pan drawers; they’re far enough from the heat so grease from the 
stick won’t melt.

Last summer a friend showed me a gar- 
den lily that he called a cluster amaryliis. 
Are they rare? I haven't been able to 
find any directions for growing them. 
J. K. E., Ohio. 





This beautiful lycoris is hardy even in 
cold areas, blooms in late summer 


Tere is so much pleasure to be 
found in lycoris bulbs that it’s 
strange so few are listed in catalogs. 

In the North you plant the hardy 
type, Lycoris squamigera, (shown 
above) in early spring or early fall. 
In southern and western gardens, 
you plant the tender kinds in July 
or August for September bloom. 

Lycoris belongs to the amaryllis 
family. Once settled in a garden, 
it shouldn’t be disturbed or moved 
about from bed to border, and will 
often fail to bloom for several years 
after being uprooted. 

While blooming lycoris has no 
leaves, only a tall slender stem sur- 
mounted by bloom. After the 
bloom is gone, there’s nothing to 
show that the lycoris live there any 
more. But in the spring, bunches of 
ribbonlike leaves will shoot up and 
collect air and sunshine to store 
away as food in the bulbs below. 
It’s wise to provide water and plant 
food for this important preparation 
for more bloom. 

Having finished their mission, 
the leaves turn yellow and vanish 
in midsummer. This is really the 
most critical period in the life of 
lycoris. The bulbs are likely to be 
dug accidently. So mark well the 
place where the plants sleep. Some 
fine August or September day, up 
will pop the blooms on round 
fleshy stems. 

The hardy  cluster-amaryllis, 
Lycoris squamigera, hasn’t been suc- 
cessful in warm sections, but is one 
which is hardy in the North. It 
sends up its 3- to 4-foot flower 
stems in August. 

The golden cluster-amaryllis, 
Lycoris aurea, with blossoms as yel- 
low as pirate’s gold, is @ southern 
and western favorite. 

Lycorts radiata, formerly listed 
with the nerines, is a cheerful red. 
When left undisturbed, your plant 
may multiply until a hundred cut 
blossoms are scarcely missed from 
the general effect.—E. Noble

2. Don't repair rotting wood sash. Remove them at once and replace 
them with new sash. Once rot begins to work, it spreads rapidly. Fill 
open joints with plastic wood. Let wood dry, then give it a coat of paint 


3. Repair rusty metal sash by 
sanding or rubbing with steel 
wool until metal is bright. Use 
metal primer paint first, then 
finish with a good trim paint 


4. Repair unsightly wood sash 
by sanding, scraping, or wire- 
brushing all loose paint down to 
the bare wood.

I want to clean my dog’s teeth, to 
remove deposits and particles of 
food, so will you please tell me how 
and when it should be done? My 
friends make fun of me for wanting 
to do this. Am I wrong?—E. H. B., 
Minnesota. 

No. Any dog is going to suffer if 
his teeth are neglected. Sore teeth 
and gums and unhealthy mouth 
conditions are often indicated by 
foul breath. A dog with sore teeth 
will push aside solid, hard, chewy 
substances in the food dish to find 
soft morsels. Increased salivation, 
whimpering, hanging head, and 
depression are other symptoms. 
Toothaches brought on by an ab- 
scess can cause a dog to be cross, 
even have fits. 

Once-a-day cleaning, after the 
heavy meal, is a ritual in well-run 
kennels. Here’s an effective, in- 
expensive dentifrice, to be applied 
with a child’s size toothbrush: 1 
part salt, 2 parts of bicarbonate 
of soda, 1 part mild soap flakes, 
and a little powdered pumice. 
Afterward, rinse your dog’s mouth 
out so he won’t learn to object to 
the after taste and make a wrestling 
match of the chore. 


My 4-month-old Scottie simply 
won't learn house manners. In des- 
peration we rubbed his nose in his 
crimes on several occasions, but he 
only continues his wayward habits. 
In fact, he now does the forbidden 
act, turns around and rubs his own 


nose in it, and then faces us as tho 
he has scored a triumph.—J. C. L., 
Maine. 

Pathetically enough, this just 
goes to show the willingness of any 
dog to please. This poor little fellow 
interpreted the punishment as a 
must, at the end of each trans- 
gression—and promptly obliged 
to earn praise and applause. You 
should stick to the orthodox train- 
ing formula and have patience 
with a 4-month-old pupil who is 
obviously bright.

First, the main reason adog’ssight 
and hearing organs fail is that 
there is a Vitamin A deficiency in 
his diet. Without Vitamin A, the 
teeth suffer, the kidneys are dis- 
rupted. And in a pregnant or 
nursing female, liberal supplies of 
Vitamin A are needed for the 
mother to pass on to her puppies. 

Feed the afflicted dog a 50-50 
mixture of slightly cooked beef 
and kibbled dog biscuits or dog 
meal. Add a small amount of 
chopped, cooked carrots, celery, 
spinach, onions—moistening the 
whole with the vegetable broth 
and adding one-half to a full tea- 
spoon of cod-liver oil (depending 
on size of the dog), a pinch of 
iodized salt, and a little tomato 


juice. This is a daily meal, to be 


served heavy, not soupy. In addi- 
tion, administer one human-sized 
Vitamin A capsule (25,000 U.S.P.) 
every other day for three weeks, 
then taper off to one or two per 
week. 

Of course, this formula will not 
work 100 percent in all cases.

Rath- 
er, his hearing and scenting powers 
are the two biggest stand-bys. In 
the case of your dog, just hearing 
your voice and smelling the odor 
of your presence is fullest joy and 
comfort to a friend who never 
wants to leave vou. By all means, 
keep your dog. He’s enjoying 
every moment of his happy exist- 
ence, thru you, his Seeing Eye.

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Cure your ailing 
window shades 


Ry Thomas Trail 


Have you ever pulled down a 
window shade and had the roller 
land in your arms? Or have you 
yanked the cord only to have the 
shade hang limp and lifeless? 
Balky window shades are a need- 
less irritation. Most defects are not 
hard to correct. The tools are your 
hands and possibly a saw, sand- 
paper, screwdriver, or pliers. 


Limp Shades. When a shade will 
not wind up properly, pull the 
shade all the way down to the win- 
dow sill. Then remove the roller 
from its brackets. Roll the shade up 
by hand. Replace the roller in the 
brackets, and test the shade for 
winding tension. If the tension is 
still too weak, repeat the process. 
Each time you wind the shade by 
hand, you will wind the spring 
tighter. 


Tight Shades. If the spring ten- 
sion in your shade is too great, 
making it snap up too rapidly, re- 
verse the winding procedure out- 
lined above. Raise the shade to the 
top of the window. Remove the 
rdller from the brackets. Then un- 
roll the shade about halfway by 
hand, and replace the roller. This 
unwinds the spring.

Fallin: Shades. Shade rollers 
fall because the space between the 
supporting brackets is too wide. If 
your brackets are on the outside of 
the window frame, it is a simple 
matter to move one of the brackets 
in. Move ituntil there is just enough 
clearance (about the thickness of a 
toothpick) so the roller can turn 
without bin ling. 

If the brackets face each other 
on the inside of the window frame, 
remove the roller and pry off one 
bracket. Slip a piece of cardboard 
under it to reduce the distance be- 
tween brackets slightly, and _ re- 
place. 

If brackets are so placed that the 
cardboard would be visible, pry 
off the metal cap that fits over the 
end of the roller, and place the 
cardboard inside the cap to in- 
crease the roller length. (Sketched 
above). Then push the cap back 
on, crimp it to the roller, and re- 
place the roller in its brackets. 


Binding Rollers. If your roller 
sticks because it is too long to fit 
between brackets, increase the dis- 
tance between brackets if possible.

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Otherwise remove the roller and 
take the metal cap off the end with- 
out the spring—the end with the 
round pin. Use sandpaper or saw 
to shorten the roller slightly. Then 
replace the cap and the roller. 


Uneven Operation. When shades 
roll up or down jerkily, there are 
three possible causes—a_ broken 
spring, a warped roller, or a bent 
or corroded pin. There’s nothing 
you can do about the first two ex- 
cept buy a new roller. But check 
the pin first. A pair of pliers (for 
straightening) or a piece of sand- 
paper (for removing rust) may pro- 
vide the needed cure. 


Shades Won’t Catch. Occasion- 
ally a shade will not catch when 
you pull it down. This means the 
little ““dog”’ on the end of the roller 
(it may be under thé cap) is not 
working properly. 

Hold the shade down and tap 
the end of the roller with your 
hand. The jolt may put the catch 
back in operation. 

If it doesn’t, a trace of oil or a 
few lines with a pencil on the pivet 
pin that holds the dog on the roller 
usually will remedy the difficulty. 











Crooked Shades. If the shade 
runs to one side when it is raised, 
it isn’t attached to the roller prop- 
erly. 

Remember which side it runs to, 
and remove the roller from its 
brackets. Unroll the shade and lay 
it on a flat surface. Remove the 
tacks or clips that hold the shade 
on the roller. Drop the edge of the 
shade a little tower on the roller on 
the side toward which the shade 
runs, and tack it back in place. 


Loose Brackets. The _ brackets 
holding shade rollers should be 
fastened to window frames with 
small wood screws—nails or tacks 
work loose, often split the wood. 
If screw holes are worn too large, 
fill them with plastic wood and 
drill new holes.

Don’t nail too close to edges, or 
further splitting will occur. Putty 
all nail heads and touch up with 
paint. Replace any wood so 
badly warped or split that you 
can’t renail. Calk loose joints 
with putty knife or gun; touch up 
with paint. Note: Nails in red- 
wood siding may rust, and cause 
rot or erosion around nail holes, 
enlarging them until boards are 
loose. Leave old nails in place 
and renail with cement-coated or 
galvanized nails. Cover all nails 
with colored calking compound 








3. Repair loose stones in masonry 
as you would bricks (see Repair 
No. 1 above). Loosened stucco is 
a job for an expert—go hire one 


4. Repair open joints in plywood » 
by calking, raised grain by sand- 
ing and varnishing, separation 
by tightening down layers with 
small, flat-headed screws. Putty 
and paint-touch all screw heads 
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on the house

Look for: 1. Loose or missing nails. 2. Cracks or warping. 3. Signs of rotten 
wood.

Be 
careful to avoid splitting wood; a little soap on nail heads will help pre- 
vent splitting. Putty old holes and new nail heads, then cover with paint

placed; if you attempt to nail

3. If you find rot in any

A SHOE rack has two advan- 
you can’t use it for anything 
but shoes, and you can build it in- 
to closet space that’s usually wasted. 
Maybe you can’t pitch your shoes 
at a rack and make them stick, but 
a rack does make it easier to take 
care of your shoes, and to find them. 

Build your rack completely be- 
fore you fasten it to the wall. Run 
it as high as you can reach, if you 
have shoes enough to fill it, or build 
it wider and not so high. 

Use ox6 lumber if you can get 
it.

The diary of a 


Plain dirt gardener 


By Harry Rh. O’Brien 


April 3 Business matters brought 
me to Muncie, Indiana, this bright 
April morning. I stopped at the 


courthouse to howdy with my old 
friend M. E, Cromer, the county 
agricultural extension agent. He 
invited me to attend the annual 


extension garden school being held. 
So I just up and went. 


Some 500 or more, mainly wom- 
en folks, were there. The item on 
the program which interested me 


most was the talk by “Pappy” 
Ward—officially Professor W. B. 
Ward—garden extension man from 
Purdue University. He spoke on 
lazy gardening. I sat there and 
kept saying ““Amen” to myself as 
he talked. 

For instance, he said that after 
you spade up a bed, don’t go and 
work it down fine. If you do and 
it rains before you get it planted, 
it will bake hard as a brick. Then 
it is a terrible job to get it loosened 
up again. 

But if you just take a lazy atti- 
tude toward it and leave it stay 
sorta loose and rough, the rains

said ‘‘Amen" to myself as the pro- 
fessor told us to take life much easier 


will not beat it down. Then just 
before time to sow seed or set out 
plants, it will be a lot easier to work 
up and get ready. This holds true 
both for flowers and vegetables. 

I was called on, as a visiting fire- 
man, for some remarks, and I ex- 
plained how I sow seeds of peren- 
nial flowers in a seedframe. I said 
that sometimes folks fail to get re- 
sults because they cover up seeds 
too deeply. The way I do it de- 
pends upon the kind of seed it is. 

Larger seeds I sow in a tiny drill 
and cover with finger tips. Smaller 
seeds I scatter on the surface and 
stir in with finger tips. Quite small 
seeds, as foxgloves, I scatter on 
surface and don’t do anything. 
Fluffy seeds I scatter on surface and 
cover by sifting soil thru palms of 
my hands until seeds are covered 
with just enough soil to hold them 
down. 

After all seeds are sown, I firm 
down the soil with a small piece 
of flat board, then lay strips of bur- 
lap over them. I don’t water them 
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Gosh, how glad | was to see that rain! | was all 
tuckered out and ready to quit the garden work 


then but just let the next rain do it. 
No sash is necessary over any per- 
ennial or biennial seeds sown this 
way in a frame. 


April & Suddenly, it’s spring. Got 
out ashes from basement and 
spread them across one end of a 
rose bed, where they will lighten 
up the heavy clay soil. 

Got out my two-pronged weed- 
ing hoe (“Favorite Garden Tools: 
What’s Yours?” January, page 
104) and began uncovering roses, 
pulling away the soil put around 
the base of the plants last fall. 
Usually I get this done earlier than 
this, but one has to wait until the 
ground is dry enough. 

I can see right now that some of 
my plants are plumb dead. These 
are mainly thgse which were weak 
last fall anyhow. 

Then a turn at more pruning of 
the hedge. Looked at hotbed and 
since the cabbage is coming thru 
ground, took off burlap. 


April 6 Still spring or mebbe sum- 
mer. Checked up on my French 
hybrid lilacs planted two or three 
years ago. Apparently all have 
come thru the winter safely and 
are showing signs of growing. 

But alas, the story with my 
mums is a terrible one. I am afraid 
that most all the newer varieties I 
had in bloom last fall are plumb 
dead. This is not the fault of the 
mums. It is just the terrible open

The Diary of a 


Plain Dirt Gardener

April 15 Spring back again and 
so began outdoor planting. First 
thing in were the sweetpeas. These 
include mainly the early-blooming, 
heat-resistant types. I planted them 
in exactly ‘the same way I did 
some rows of Little Marvel eatin’ 
peas in the same bed. 

I scattered some plant food over 
the soil and worked it in by cul- 
tivating with the wheel hoe. Then 
I treated the sweetpeas with the 
same chemical I used on the garden 
peas. This is to safeguard against 
damping-off diseases in the soil. I 
just put a pinch in the packet and 
shake. Fact is, I treat most all my 
vegetable seeds with whatever 
chemical is recommended by the 
authorities. 

Next came a little patch of po- 
tatoes. Then on to various cool 
weather vegetables which need 
early planting—lettuce, spinach, 
carrots, beets, swiss chard, and a 
row of turnips. I scattered radish 
seeds somewhat thinly in the rows 
with the beets and carrots. Maybe 
this doesn’t sound like much, but 
by this time I was thru. I was 
downright tired. Maggie was sup- 
posed to come out and help. But 
land sakes, I was all thru just as 
she arrived on the scene. 


April 19 Donald went to work to 
get the rhubarb and asparagus 
rows cleared off and cultivated— 
noble and necessary work at this 


-~ time of the year. 


As for me, I finished pruning the 
roses. Cut off dead tops from some 
peonies that didn’t get cut last fall 
when I got the flu. Saw a few iris 
plants had heaved out, so dug and 
reset them. Put in second planting 
of vegetables. Was putting in few 
more hills of potatoes, when it 
began to rain. Gosh, how glad I 
was to see that rain. I was all 
tuckered out. 


April 22 One more tree has been 
needed on our lawn. Had I been 
smart I would have planted a little 
one there years ago and it would 
be big by now, like the others I did 
plant. But I’m sorta dumb mebbe, 
when it comes to thinking far 
ahead. 

So today I had a red oak moved 
in and gained about 15 years. Our 
local tree man came with a crew 
of men and the tree. They dug a 
hole the right size. The truck 
backed up and the tree was lowered 
into the hole, with a ball of earth 
in burlap around the roots. 

As the topsoil was filled in around 
the ball, the men mixed in some 
peatmoss and added some plant 
food. After it was planted, they 
thinned out some of the branches. 
This cuts down the leaf space and 
equalizes the loss of roots from the 
digging. 

They also wrapped the trunk 
with strips of burlap to protect it 
from borers. Guy wires were fas- 
tened to the tree and staked to 
hold it firm. And this all planted, 
it surely looks fine on our front 
lawn.

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April 23 There was quite a lot of 
soil left over from that tree plant- 
ing. And at one place on our lawn 
the ground has settled into a de- 
pression where a big draintile had 
once been put in and filled over. 
So tonight’s chore was to begin 
hauling this soil to fill in that de- 
pression. 

(Note—it wasri’t all done to- 
night, but here is the story. Hauled 
poorer soil first. Hauled several 
loads of compost and mixed in 
with this. Spread topsoil from hole. 
Put on bag of processed peatmoss 
which has gone thru a dairy barn, 
sold under a trade name. Worked 
this in. Scattered some plant food 
and worked it in. Scattered first 
quality grass seed and raked in 
lightly. Firmed surface.) 


April 25 A delivery truck brought 
some bags of my favorite plant 
food today. I wasn’t here but 
Donald had the man pile it just 
inside the garage door. Then he 
went down to his classes on the 
campus, leaving said door open. 

And it rained—right in on my 
sacred plant food. Luckily it was 
not enough to do any damage. 
Tonight’s chore was to carry this 
to a bench in the garage where I 
store plant food, bags of dust, 
duster, sprayer, and so on all right 
together for convenience. 


April 26 Donald and I cleaned 
up the garage. How things do col- 
lect around the edges of a garage! 
I need a superintendent of garage 
and tool-shed department to keep 
things properly organized. 


April 27 | intended to end up this 
month in a grand burst of timely 
work. All that happened was more 
rain and nary a lick of work done. 
Had weather been good and ground 
dry and my strength lasting, I 
might have spaded more ground 
and sowed seeds of annual flowers. 
Or sowed more tender annual seeds 
in a frame. Or cultivated the per- 
ennial beds and peonies. Or culti- 
vated roses, asparagus, and rhu- 
barb. Or transplanted perennials. 
Or hoed around the grapevines. 


News note: If you haven’t as yet planted 
Peace, the 1946 All-America rose in 
your garden, take my advice and do it 
this year. It was apparent as Peace was 
grown clear across the country in 1947. 
that it is one of the greatest roses ever 
introduced. In my own garden it stood 
four feet or more tall. I saw it growing 
likewise in a good many other gardens. 

Blooms are large and glorious and 
varying in color at times from yellow to 
almost white, and often with edges of 
petals tipped pink. The plants are 
strong, vigorous growing, hardy, and 
disease-resistant with large, shiny fo- 
liage. 

Another new plant which sounds in- 
teresting 1s a yellow trumpet vine, a true 
yellow color on the familiar old-fash- 
toned trumpet vine. It is fine for grow- 
ing against a chimney. 

A new strain of pansies this year, 
known as Butterfly Hybrids, can be had. 
In trial grounds last summer I made a 
color picture of a new color, orchid, in 
Alldouble petunias of American origina- 
tion. This orchid adds to the previous 
introductions in this family of America, 
Colossal Shades of Rose, Rose Marie, 
and Mrs. Dwight D. Exsenhower.

Hav ‘ING a picnic table is half the fun of a back-yard pic- 
nic. If you’ve ever tried to balance a glass on a blanket or can- 
vas set on the ground, you know how valuable a table can be. 
If you build a picnic table, you’ll never have to cart a card 
table and chairs from your house to the yard. 

Building a table is largely a matter of assembling the wood. 
If you can handle a saw, a drill, a chisel, and a screwdriver, 
the construction job is simple. This table is collapsible. When 
the summer season is over, remove eight screws and you can 
store your table away for the winter. 

In the sketches below, you'll find a step-by-step method of 
assembling both the table and the benches. On page 265 is a 
detailed list of the materials needed, together with their di- 
mensions. Completed table will be 28 inches high. 


I. Mark the exact center of your leg pieces, then put 
them.together with a screw. Open or close the X until 
the distance across ends is the same as the length of your 
cleats. Then trace pattern of one leg on the other one 


2. With a crosscut saw, cut to half the thickness of the 
legs on lines ‘you have drawn. Work down flat with a 
chisel, then sandpaper, keeping all edges sharp. Work 
carefully—the two pieces must interlock without play 


<3. Lay cleat across legs, mark slots in ends, then cut 
slots with saw and chisel until legs fit without play. 
Top of legs should be cut flush with cleat. Screw thru side 
of cleat. Saw the bottom ends of legs to desired height 


4. To assemble table, lay out boards for top, 4 
inch apart. Screw in center cleat. Then attach the X 
leg sections. Cut stretcher to exact length after legs are 
in place. Attach stretcher, and brace with two 1x2’s

Few lilies can thrive in 
poorly drained soil, and if you 
can’t install tile drains, this pot 
idea should help. It imitates nat- 
ural conditions often found where 
lilies grow in the wild on top of 
rocks in marshy soils. 

Don’t plant as deeply as you 
would in a light, sandy soil. A 4- 
inch covering will be enough for 
most bulbs. Fall is the usual plant- 
ing time for lilies, but you can 
plant estate, goldband, regal, rub- 
rum, nankeen, and formosa lilies 
in April with full confidence that 
they will bloom this summer.

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Pear, orange, and grapefruit trees also can be 
sprayed with the proper growth-regulator chemi- 
cal just before the fruit ripens to make the fruit 
cling tightly until convenient for you to pick it.

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This city dump sprouted

Die year more than 100,000 people make a pilgrimage 
to Sumter, South Carolina, to a wonderland of beauty that, 
just a generation ago, was a community dump. 

Automobile-dealer H. C. Bland bought the dump 25 
years ago to get the big pond which went with it. He bought 
it because it was a fisherman’s paradise. It was not soothing 
to the eye or nose. 

Fires burned continuously at the dump, day and night, 
but scraps of paper lay rotting in the edge of the swamp. 
Almost every conceivable object was piled up in the heap— 
even old stoves, buggies, and the bones of cows and horses. 

A lover of flowers, fisherman Bland had a small garden at 
his home. Some of his plants were not doing well, so he 
moved them to the rich loamy soil bordering his newly 
acquired pond. To his surprise and delight, they quickly 
began to thrive. Then and there he conceived the idea of 
converting the dump into a park. 

It was not Mr. Bland’s idea to fashion a run-of-the-mill 
flower garden. He chose to emphasize the Japanese iris, 
then grown in few American gardens. The Japanese iris was 
all but unknown in the Deep South. 

The project has been financed by Bland, but from the first 
he has had the support of civic officials. Machinery and 
equipment lent by the street department was used to deepen 
the pond. When packed into retaining walls of brick and 
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cement, the mud became “‘islands” as graceful and inviting 
as tho designed and built by Nature herself. 

When it became apparent that natural multiplication of 
Japanese iris was very slow, the city of Sumpter offered to 
help Bland by importing a large shipment of roots from 
Japan. 

No admission to Swan Island Park has ever been charged. 
Bland recently made an outright gift of the property to the 
city, but continues to maintain it at his own expense. How 
it looks today is shown in the photograph.

Make sterile plants produce seeds

Treating hybrid lily with a growth-regulating chemical 


Home gardeners frustrated in their 
attempts to cross certain favorite 
plants may find naphthalene ace- 
tamide a useful tool. You should 
try various dilutions of this chemi- 
cal. Using too strong a solution can 
make the fruit seedless, or cause it 
to fall off after it starts to swell. Us- 
ing just the right amount stimu- 
lates seed production and makes 
the seedpod cling tightly. Scien- 
tists already have used this hor- 
mone successfully to force hybrid 
lilies to produce seeds (right).

Ripen green apples, pears, and bananas quickly 


Most intriguing to the homemaker is the ability of these chemicals 
to make fruits ripen quickly. Apples, pears, and bananas can be 
dipped into a special preparation of 2,4-D (the weed killer) and 
ripen in half the usual time. (You can’t use the solution sold as a 
weed killer.) The treatment to ripen fruit is harmless to persons 
who later eat the fruit. 


Thin blossoms on fruit trees 


Thinning the newly opened blossoms by using the appropriate 
chemical spray can prevent overloading and can convert a bien- 
nial producer into one which has a good crop of fruit each year. 
Left to their own ways, fruit trees often overload themselves with 
so much fruit that by midsummer their branches break under 
the weight. And because of the heavy fruiting, the trees are un- 
able to make enough blossom buds in the summer to provide a 
normal amount of fruit the following year.

morbid psychology. A flyer, per- 
haps but not unwarranted, believe 
you me. 

Because if anything has been es- 
tablished it is this: The heaviest 
contribution to the death ratio is 
made by human beings. No auto- 
mobile reaches the scene of an 
accident unless a driver brings. it 
there. Bad drivers have “bad 
luck,” and most of the events 
called ‘‘accidents’” should’ be 
thought of as direct consequences. 

The main reason for all this is 
that we regard driving, not as an 
earned privilege, but as an in- 
alienable right. 

Practically anyone not in diapers 
or a wheel chair can surround him- 
self with a ton of steel and go tool- 
ing along the highways at 80 per. 

Automobile drivers are not a 
select group. Whatever the popula- 
tion contains can be found rolling 
about in cars—including the senile, 
the feeble-minded, the emotionally 
unstable, the insane, the criminal, 
the alcoholic. 


A FEW years ago, Alan Canty 
reported a study made by the 
Psychopathic Clinic of the Re- 
corder’s Court, Detroit, of 500 
convicted traffic violators. Each 
offender had been given a battery 
of examinations—medical,  psy- 
chological, and psychiatric. When 
you look at some of the revelations, 
you shudder. 

© 26 percent, 131 of the 500 men, were 
suffering serious physical disabilities, 
including 4O with hypertension, 25 with 
syphilis, 2 with epilepsy, 2 with partial 
paralysis of the legs, 2 with paralysis 
of the right side. 

© 26 percent, on the basis of intelligence 
tests, were feeble-minded. 

© 7/7 were identified as insane, 11 more 
as having serious psychotic ailments. 

© 75 percent, 76 of the 500, were chronic 
alcoholics, exhibiting advanced mental 
and physical deterioration. 

© In 51 percent of the cases, liquor was 


judged “‘a factor contributing toward 


the patient’s social maladjustment.” | 
It must be admitted that this 
group was not an accurate sam- 
pling of the motoring public. But 
it must also be admitted that these 
500, regardless of their disabilities, 
were drivers. If such a collection of 
characters could be uncovered in 
Detroit, it could be uncovered in 
any other like segment of the pop- 
ulation. Automobiles do not travel 
of themselves. The agent ultimately 
responsible for how they behave is 
that complex, emotional, erratic, 
often sick and abnormal being who 
presides behind the wheel.

can be found amidst the debris and 
the gore. - 

During 1946, according to an 
analysis made by Travelers Insur- 
ance Companies, drivers, by ex- 
ceeding speed limits, helped to kill 
9,460 people; drivers, by getting 
over on the wrong side of the road, 
helped to kill 3,410; drivers, by 
“reckless” driving, helped to kill 
3,500; drivers, by violating the 
right-of-way, helped to kill 2,920. 

In 1947, by the total of their wrong, 
mistaken, negligent, illegal, and insane 
actions, drivers helped to kill 32,000 
people and to injure 1,100,000 more. 
(Remember always that it is the injured 
who suffer, while the dead can rest.) 

If you’re a driver, this applies— 
or can with sudden swiftness apply 
—to you! 

To this melancholy accounting, 
you can add the National Safety 
Council’s report that ‘“‘nearly 20 
percent of all drivers involved in 
fatal accidents had been drinking.” 


Srupies of human negligence 
have brought to light a strange 
fact. Accidents are not distributed 
simply by chance or in proportion 
as to your being individually ex- 
posed to danger. You may be one 
of those people who have more 
than their share of accidents—who 
seem to ride into trouble as if by 
design and constitute what experts 
call an “accident group.” 

In Detroit, a group of companies 
followed the traffic records of their 
200,000 industrial employees thru 
six years. Conclusion: Less than 
one percent of these workers were 
responsible for a fourth of all the 
traffic accidents experienced by 
the entire number. 


One close observer of accident 
repeaters, Dr. A. R. Lauer, of lowa 
State, sees them as two groups: (1) 
a smaller number, between 2 and 4 
percent of us, who are accident- 
prone and therefore especially dan- 
gerous, and (2) a larger number, 
between 20 and 30 percent wu. us, 
who are accident-liable—who have 
more mishaps than seem necessary. 

Immediately a practical meas- 
ure for holding down the death 
ratio suggests itself: Why not identify, 
and then try to rehabilitate, as many as 
possible of these repeaters? And bar as 
ineligible to drive, that fraction who, 
for one reason or another, are hopelessly 
accident-prone? 

Yes—but how? 

Twenty years ago, Dr. A. D. 
Weiss, of Ohio University, and 
Doctor Lauer, also at Ohio at that 
time, undertook to investigate 
scientifically the psychological 
principles of automotive driving. 
Doctor Lauer has been with the 
problem ever since. It was tackled 
at Harvard by Harry De Silva and 
Ralph Channel. At one time they 
had driver clinics in 16 states, 
gathering information about vision, 
hearing, reactions, muscle control, 
nervous stability, and the like. Ex- 
cellent work has been done. 


Bur measuring your nervous 
equipment and_ reactions has 
turned out disappointingly. High 
scores in laboratory driving tests 
do not necessarily agree with per- 
formance out on the highways. 
Doctor Lauer, who has missed a 
few stop signs himself, has come to

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the conclusion that skillful drivers 
—young men—are far and away 
the most dangerous. If you’re not 
particularly athletic or skillful, you 
can still be a safe driver by being 
judicious and careful. 

I once knew a man who had a 
glass eye, had a baggage hook for a 
left hand, and was so deaf he had 
to be shouted at. Yet for 16 years, he 
drove a motor stage over a_ cork- 
screw mountain road without one serious 
accident. On the other hand, here is 
Royce Smith, with the body of an 
athlete, who can handle a car like 
Wilbur Shaw, a plane like Roscoe 
Turner. Yet he has a record of 37 
convictions for traffic violations. 


SINCE no set of simple tests has 
been devised to spot the accident- 
prone in advance, it appears that 
we must be resigned to waiting for 
them to identify themselves on the 
road. This in itself is social helpless- 
ness; but to let them go on and on, 
repeatedly demonstrating their un- 
fitness, is social idiocy. We could 
hardly do a better job of filling 
graves and spreading grief if we 
turned all the criminally insane 
loose with tommy guns. 

But the situation is not hopeless. 
In a few states, habitually careless 
drivers are being examined to de- 
termine what in their personality, 
their emotional bent, their social 
attitude, their life situation makes 
them drive like maniacs. 

The first real step in this direc- 
tion was taken in Detroit when the 
Psychopathic Clinic, under Dr. 


Lowell S. Selling, was organized to 
serve the Recorder’s Court. Guilty 
offenders can be referred to the 
clinic for physical and mental ex- 
aminations. The findings can be 
used in disposing of their cases. 

A young man with a long list of 
prior violations is ticketed for 
speeding. In court, he swears he is 
innocent, insists the cops jimmied 
his speedometer to trick him into 
fast driving. The judge sends him 
to the clinic. The findings are il- 
luminating: The young man is 
mildly insane—a paranoiac, with 
delusions of persecution—and 
should be confined for therapy. 
And so it happens that he winds 
up, neither in jail nor back of the 
wheel, but in Eloise Hospital, 
where an attempt can be made to 
rescue him from his psychosis. 

Action taken varies, of course, 
from driver to driver. Some—such 
as chronic alcoholics, the insane, 
and persons with serious mental 
illness—are barred from driving. 
Many are placed under treatment, 
some to regain their licenses later. 
Others, alerted to their disabilities, 
can drive so long as they maintain 
clean safety records. 

This same type of individual 
approach, less intensive, but on a 
much wider scale is being used in 
California. There it was the Acci- 
dent Prevention Bureau of the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles that 
caught up with our friend, Royce 
Smith. The department maintains 
a master file with records of all

convictions for traffic violations 
(except illegal parking). Paul 
Mason, chief of the division of 
drivers’ licenses, had long noticed 
that a few of the records—between 
| and 2 percent—were unusually 
thick. A few drivers were causing 
more than their share of mischief. 


Mason proposed to Governor 


Earl Warren that these suspiciously 
thick records be placed in a special 
file and that a staff be set up to 
interview these drivers either to 
salvage them or rule them off the 
roads. The Governor dipped into 
his emergency funds to start the 
project. 

The legislature empowered the 
department to place a negligent 
operator on probation, to suspend 
his driving license, or to revoke it 
entirely. A ‘“‘negligent operator” 
is defined as anyone who accumu- 
lates 4 violations in 12 months, 6 in 
24 months, or 8 in 36 months. A 
conviction for hit-and-run, for 
reckless or drunken driving, or for 
driving with a suspended license, 
counts as two convictions.

Luvs armed, the Accident Bu- 
reau has been hailing negligent 
operators in for an accounting. It 
hailed in Royce Smith. 

Smith made the mistake, on re- 
ceiving his summons, of missing 
the designated appointment with 
Mr. Ball. This resulted in the post- 
man ringing at his door again, 
with a warning not to drive. His 
license had been suspended. 

This had the expected effect. 
Smith arranged to meet Ball at the 
nearest district office, and he was 
there on the dot. But mad. 

He demanded to know by what 
legal right he could be shoved 
around. He defended his ability 
to drive. He criticized the sneaking 
tactics, the bad manners of cops. 

Ball, a patient young man, did 
not betray the boredom of one who 
had heard all this many times. He 
suggested they look at the record, 
and dropped it on the desk—an 
“Accumulation Sheet” _ listing 
Smith’s 37 convictions, including 
one for hit-and-run. 

Embarrassed and sobered, Smith 
was suddenly anxious to know if 
there was going to be any pub- 
licity. It might hurt his business. 
Ball suggested that revocation of 
his driver’s license might hurt 
business even more. From there on 
the interview began to move. 


Its purpose was to uncover the 
human reasons behind Smith’s series 
of mishaps and infractions. He was 
not physically sick or stupid or ig- 
norant of traffic laws. His belliger- 
ent, defensive attitude at the outset 
had given Ball a hint. So he probed 
sympathetically under the surface 
toward the dark places where a 
man hides from himself and others, 
and Royce Smith began to talk.

Rather proud 
of having outrun pursuing highway 
patrol cars. Gets a ‘terrific bang’ 
out of speeding, especially when 
he ‘feels wound up.’ . . . Has spells 
of insomnia, of not caring what 
happens to him. Thinks sometimes 
of disappearing, walking out on 
everything. ... Is often so tense, 
fears he will start breaking things 
or ‘go nuts.’ ... Takes his meanness 
out on his wife.” 

Interviewer Ball asked him if he 
had ever talked to a physician or a 
psychiatrist. No, but he had 
thought about it. Maybe he should. 
Ball was sure of it. In fact his ten- 
tative decision on the case was to 
recommend that Smith be issued 
a conditional license and be placed 
on probation, the terms of proba- 
tion to be that Smith drive without 
further violations and that he go to 
a psychiatrist, on whose report a 
final decision would be made. 

California is practicing this sort 
of therapy on well over one thou- 
sand negligent drivers every month. 
Results depend in large measure 
on the tact, the sympathy, and in- 
sight of the 21 professional inter- 
viewers, all trained in psychology. 


Tue interviewers always try to 
draw the offender into suggesting 
a solution. One man, past 80, took 
out his license, tore it up, and left 
it on the interviewer’s desk. 
He had concluded for himself that 
he was perhaps too old to drive 
anymore. A cocky young truck 
driver, with a choice string of vio- 
lations, asked for probation, saying 
it would help keep him in line; 
besides, he was on the eve of get- 
ting married. That, he was sure, 
would make him settle down. .. . 
Are offenders inclined to rear 
back and stand on their rights? 
After the first five minutes, very 
few, tho the way is open to appeal 
decisions to the head of the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles and 
beyond him to the Superior Court. 
But does the whole thing work? 
Since the end of the war over 85 
percent of all those examined and 
returned to driving have kept their 
records clean. Royce Smith, for 
one, has had no further troubles. 
The next logical move in Cali- 
fornia is an even stricter definition 
of “negligent operator,”’ so that the 
accident-prone and the accident- 
liable can be spotted earlier (say 
after only 2 or 3 convictions) and 
prevented from ever reaching the 
scene of their next accident. 
However, the job cannot be left 
to George—to safety agencies, 
engineers, the police, or the courts. 
You can’t assume that if the acci- 
dent repeaters can be eliminated 
or tamed that you will be safe. 
Sure, you’re normal—but every 
normal driver can have dangerous 
lapses at the wheel—moments 
when your anger flares up or your 
attention goes wool-gathering, 
hours when you are emotionally dis- 
traught, depressed, fearful, fatigued. 
Responsibility for highway sanity 
—which is to say safety—rests on 
you as a personal burden. 
Driving should be a coldly cal-

culating activity. When you allow 
upstart emotionalism a finger on 
the wheel or a toe on the gas you’re 
playing tag with death. 

But here is one of the most 
diabolical elements in motoring 
psychology, the fact, namely, that 
so many people do not in the least 
mind playing with death. On the 
contrary, they are fascinated by it. 

Psychiatrists hold that a sub- 
conscious dualism develops in 
many people (possibly in all of us). 
We have an urge toward self- 
annihilation and destruction along 
with our urge toward survival and 
creation, so that countless “‘acci- 
dents” are semi-deliberate at- 
tempts at suicide and destruction. 

In a sense, there is no such thing as 
a normal driver. Rushing about 
inside a ton of highly-powered 
armor plate isn’t normal; it’s an 
artificial activity for a two-legged 
ground animal designed to cruise 
at 3 miles an hour. Just when we 
should be especially sane, we are 
tempted to be especially erratic. 
We may be lambs afoot, but we 
turn into defiant lions on wheels. 
Caspar Milquetoasts blossom out 
as Superman. 


THERE is no more effective in- 
strument for showing off than the 
automobile. In the very lines of its 
long shining nose there is a look of 
conceit. Who has never ridden 
with—or played—the exhibition- 
ist showing off his car’s pickup? 

And who has never used his car 
as a safety-valve to work off some 
rage, disappointment, or other 
misery? What fury does hell know 
like that of the Sunday driver 
balked in his rush to get home? 

Whatever it may be elsewhere, 
emotional behavior on wheels is 
murder. A dandy out-strutting 
everybody on the sidewalk is more- 
or-less laughable. One drunk el- 
bowing another off the curb may 
be comical. But strutting andelbow- 
ing in a 100-horsepower Whizz Six 
can only be viewed as madness. 

If safety campaigns would give 
as much attention to the mental 
hygiene of the operator as they now 
give to the mechanics of operating 
the car, they would be many times 
as effective. The sane driver is as 
much on guard against himself as 
against roadway hazards and other 
potential maniacs. He parks his 
destructive and aggressive im- 
pulses in the garage. He is his own 
Accident Prevention Bureau, 
checking constantly on his personal 
eligibility to drive. How about you,
